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Firefighters reach new heights during training exercise 


THIS is the daring moment firefighters 
suspended themselves high above a 
rapidly developing retirement living 
scheme in Banbury. 

The team from Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service took part in a dramatic 
training exercise at the £12m Park 
Gardens complex in Bath Road. 

The specialist team of five, based in 
Kidlington, scaled the top of the 115ft 
crane before re-enacting a rope rescue 
drill. 

Over the course of the day the team 
got experience of working at heights 
within an "emergency" scenario. 

Rope rescue instructor Owen Pates 
said: "This exercise gave my team 
added familiarity and exposure of 
working at such heights as well as the 
basic operation of cranes. 

"We have various techniques for 
rescuing people from cranes so this 
session gave us the opportunity to go 
through them in detail." 

Site manager Peter Marr said: 
"They've certainly got more nerve 
than I have as you wouldn't have got 
me on top of that crane." 



Seven doctors are due in posts at hospital by summer 

HOPE RETURNS 
FOR BABY UNIT 


HOPES have been revived for a full 
maternity service at the Horton 
General Hospital as seven doctors 
are due to be in post by the summer. 

But there are still doubts over whether 
a full team of doctors will be able to be 
secured, as well as a question mark over 
the future of a 24/7 ambulance service. 

Last week board members at Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust (OUH) were told two more doc¬ 
tors would be joining the current five in 
June or July. 

In a written update for the OUH board, 
clinical services director Paul Brennan 
said: “The current recruitment round 
closes on May 28. 

“The quality committee continues to 
keep under review the register of risks 
associated with the temporary suspen¬ 
sion of maternity and neonatal services 
atHGH.” 

Since October the Horton has run a 
midwifery-led unit due to a lack of doc¬ 
tors, with ‘high-risk’ pregnant women 
and those who face complications in 
birth taken to the John Radcliffe Hospi¬ 
tal in Oxford. 

At the board meeting OUH repeated

that nine consultants were needed to 
bring back the full service - so they 
could be rotated between Banbury and 
the JR as an incentive to stay. 

It means that while seven doctors 
make the return of a full maternity ser¬ 
vice more likely, two more would still be 
needed to ensure it becomes a reality. 

Meanwhile board papers revealed up 
to £800,000 has been spent on retaining 
a dedicated ambulance to take women 
to the JR, which may not be retained 
past this year. 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of the 
Keep the Horton General campaign, 
said: “We have been talking to them 
about rotation for about 18 months. 

“The fact they’re waiting until they 
have nine doctors is a bit unreasona¬ 
ble but positive; at least they are start¬ 
ing to listen.” 

“We should open the unit tomor¬ 
row with seven doctors because every 
day we leave it there’s another life at 
stake.” 

Meanwhile the Conservative parlia¬ 
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mentary candidate for Banbury, Victo¬ 
ria Prentis, took Health Secretary Jer¬ 
emy Hunt on a tour of the Horton last 
Thursday, but did not invite any press 
or members of the public. 

Following the visit, which Mrs Prent¬ 
is said had been helpful’ for articulat¬ 
ing the plight of the hospital, she said: 
“Given the depth of feeling locally I 
was worried that any advertising of his 
visit might result in a demonstration. 
There is a time and a place for peaceful 
protests such as the Hands Around Our 
Horton event last year, this was not it.”

A PRIMARY school is offering 
play sessions for under-fives af¬ 
ter opening a new centre. 

Bloxham Primary School’s new 
Cherry Tree Centre will cater for 
families with young children on Mon¬ 
days and Wednesdays from 9.30am to 
11am with toys, a baby area and arts 
and crafts activities.

A MAN is being sought by police 
following an early morning robbery in 
Banbury. 

The offender approached a man 
walking through a side road near St 
Mary’s Church and demanded his 
phone, shoes and jacket at about 
6.30am last Friday. 

He then left the scene and is believed 
to have been spotted driving a purple 
Honda with a pink child’s seat in the 
front. 

A man in his 20s was walking down a 
side road off Horsefair Road, opposite 
the pedestrian crossing in front of the 
Church House Pub, adjacent to St 
Mary’s Church. 

As he neared the church he was 
approached by a man, believed to be in 
his late 20s, who pushed the victim 
into the side road and demanded he 
hand over his phone.

7. The offender then demanded the 
victim’s shoes, hi viz jacket, and the 
jacket he was wearing underneath. 

The offender then left the scene. He is 
believed to have been seen in a dark 
purple Honda with a pink child’s seat 
in the front.

SOME of the county’s biggest busi¬ 
nesses have given young people tips as 
they get their first taste of the world of 
work. 

As many school pupils take on work 
experience placements in the coming 
weeks, responsible business group Re¬ 
ciprocate has published an open letter 
to them. 

Many of the companies that make up 
the group - such as Allen Associates, 
the Ashmolean Museum and Oxford 
Bus Company - have years of experi¬ 
ence offering placements to pupils in 
Year 10 and Year 11. 

The letter was sent out to 19 schools 
across Oxfordshire to share with 3,000 
pupils due on work experience in May, 
June and July. 

The letter reads: “We’re so pleased 
that you are taking on a work place¬ 
ment this year and want to wholeheart¬ 


edly encourage you in this experience. 

“To help you settle in to your place¬ 
ment we thought you might like to hear 
some top tips from the point of view of 
the employer to help you make a good 
impression during your placement and 
get as much out of it as you can.” 

The letter outlines six ‘Ps’: be profes¬ 
sional, be prepared, be polite, put your¬ 
self out there, be practical and take 
time to ponder. 

It continues: “If you can get these 
things right who knows where your 
placement might lead you.” 

The letter was drawn up with the help 
of local youth work charity Thrive. 

Its development manager Robin Peake 
said: “For some young people, who have 
grown up knowing doctors or lawyers, 
these professions seem normal. 

“But for some young people, they feel 
alien. 

“When a young person’s role models 
are unemployed, it’s little wonder that 
they have low aspirations for their 
work experience placement. 


“I’m delighted that Oxfordshire Com¬ 
munity Foundation and Reciprocate 
are levelling the playing field by letting 
every young person know what to do 
to have a successful work experience 
placement. 

“These tips will demystify the process 
and help young people unleash their 
potential.” 

Each of the six ‘Ps’ comes with ad¬ 
vice, such as being as communicative 
as possible and making notes before 
and during the placement. 

Blenheim Palace is a member of re¬ 
ciprocate and took the lead in produc¬ 
ing the letter alongside construction 
company Beard and work-experience 
brokerage service 02i. 

Blenheim Palace operations director 
Heather Carter said: “It is so important 
that businesses invest time and effort 
into encouraging young people to con¬ 
sider their future careers. 

“Offering opportunities to them in 
the workplace in a planned way is 
hugely beneficial in this process.” 


Phone app can help you make noise complaints 


A NOISE nuisance app has been 
launched by Cherwell District Council 
for people to submit noise complaints. 

The app is hoped to make it easier for 
recording evidence of nuisance noise of 
behaviour on a smartphone. 

Once residents have reported the 
problem the app can be used for 
supporting evidence which is 
immediately uploaded for officers to 
look at. 

Cherwell District Council lead member 


for public protection Tony llott said: 
“No-one should have to put up with 
excessively noisy neighbours. This sort 
of nuisance can be highly aggravating 
and we don’t want our residents losing 
sleep over it. 

“Thankfully, new technology is on the 
side of the victim, and we are pleased to 
be moving with the times and 
subscribing to the Noise App service. 

“It is a quick and effective way for 
people to submit evidence of a problem, 


and we believe it will help us bring about 
a resolution more swiftly and 
efficiently.” 

Noise nuisance can still be reported to 
the council online or by phone and 
despite using the app the council will 
still need to monitor noise and where 
necessary host visits. 

The council said the app is already 
being used successfully.

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Patient numbers at 
A&E hit new record 


Health bosses stumped as attendances at county’s hospitals soar to over 450 a day

A RECORD number of people are 
turning up at A&E departments in 
Oxfordshire, with health bosses ad¬ 
mitting they can’t explain the rise. 

Board members at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust (OUH) 
were told that the number of daily at¬ 
tendances at the Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal and at the John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford is the highest it has ever been. 

Some 450 to 460 patients are going to 
A&E every day while over the winter 
the daily rate was at about 400, and 370 
leading up to that. 

Addressing the board last week, direc¬ 
tor of clinical services Paul Brennan 
said: “We are at a loss at the moment to 
understand what’s causing this. 

“I was down there with colleagues and 
these aren’t minor injuries patients and 
not just elderly; these are very poorly, 
sick people.” 

He added that between 95 and 97 per 
cent of general acute beds, and beds for 
acute surgery and trauma, were occu¬ 
pied on a given day. 

At the same time, Mr Brennan said 90 
to 100 patients were still unnecessarily 
stuck in acute hospital beds each day. 

He said: “Delayed transfer of care 


levels have climbed again to a level we 
haven’t seen for more than 16 months. 
It’s way higher than we were achieving 
last year.” 

In the past 18 months OUH has invest¬ 
ed hundreds of thousands of pounds 
into projects to speed up patients’ routes 
through and out of hospital. 

It has included the Home Assessment 
Reablement Team, which supports pa¬ 
tients at home, and the liaison hub, a 
step-down service for those waiting for 
a care home place. 

It comes after a report published last 
week by the Care Quality Commission 


gave A&E at the JR a repeat ‘Requires 
Improvement’ rating. 

While acknowledging the hard work 
of staff in the department, they noted 
patients were facing long waits and ca¬ 
pacity was too low, impacting on safety. 

Prof George Smith, the new chair¬ 
man of Healthwatch Oxfordshire, said: 
“What we are seeing in the emergency 
department is a system stretched to the 
limit. 

“We have to take a step back and look 
at the broader context of the whole hos¬ 
pital, and social care. Flow through the 
system is not working properly.”

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Driver spared 
jail after bid to 
outrun officers 


Offender drove car on 
pavement and crashed 
into parked vehicles 

AN UNINSURED learner 
driver tried to evade police 
by driving along a pave¬ 
ment and ended up smash¬ 
ing into parked cars. 

Richard York confessed he 
had not passed his driving 
test when he attempted to 
avoid officers during the four- 
minute pursuit. 

The scaffolder looked at the 
floor throughout his hearing 
at Oxford Crown Court before 
walking from the dock with a 
six-month sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for 18 months. 

He was sentenced by Judge 
Maria Lamb, who also ordered 
him to carry out 150 hours of 
unpaid work and gave him a 
21-month driving ban. 

She said: “This was a pretty 
appalling piece of driving. 
I think I would be perfectly 
justified sending you straight 
to prison but it would not be 
a particularly long sentence

and I have to weigh up wheth¬ 
er in fact there are more con¬ 
structive ways you can put 
right the damage that you did. 

“This is not a let-off, this is 
a threat hanging over your 
head to remind you how seri¬ 
ous this was and why there 
should be no repetition. I 
don’t want to hear that you 
have been back in front of 
the courts again. This is a last 
chance.” 

Police were out on patrol in 
The Fairway, Banbury, when 
they spotted York’s blue Vaux- 
hall Astra in an ‘unroadwor¬ 
thy condition’, prosecutor 
Robert Lindsey told the court 
on Thursday. 

Officers tried to catch up 
with the defendant but he 
sped off, reaching speeds of 
50mph in 20mph zones, the 
court was told. 

York, of Mold Crescent, Ban¬ 
bury, also went along a pave¬ 
ment, crashed into two other 
vehicles and caused damage 


to the police car and his vehi¬ 
cle. 

York, who had no relevant 
previous convictions, had 
never taken a driving test and 
was behind the wheel without 
any learner plates, Dr Lind¬ 
sey said. 

He told interviewing offic¬ 
ers he ‘panicked’ when offic¬ 
ers started chasing him as he 
made his way to his father’s 
house, claiming ‘adrenalin 
kicked in’. 

York, who confessed his 
insurance policy had lapsed 
when he was driving, went on 
to tell police: “When I did stop, 
I got out and put my hands up 
and said sorry.” 

The 22-year-old, who was 
ordered to pay £450 costs and 
abide by a curfew, was unrep¬ 
resented at the hearing after 
telling Judge Lamb he did not 
want to adjourn to instruct so¬ 
licitors but instead wanted to 
‘get on with his life’. 

He admitted dangerous driv¬ 
ing, driving otherwise than in 
accordance with a licence and 
driving without third party 
insurance on January 23.

A FAMILY-OWNED engineer¬ 
ing firm in Banbury has been 
snapped up by a US corporation 
in a £56m deal. 

Norbar Torque Tools has been ac¬ 
quired by Snap-On Inc, which is list¬ 
ed on the New York Stock Exchange 
and has 12,000 workers. 

Norbar bosses pledged the Wild- 


mere Road company, which em¬ 
ploys 300, will continue as before. 

It took on four staff at the begin¬ 
ning of this month and is recruiting 
more. 

Managing director Neill Brodey, 
whose grandfather started the com¬ 
pany in 1943 to supply wrenches for 
use on Spitfire, Hurricane and Lan¬ 
caster aeroplane engines during the 
Second World War, said: “There are 
no planned changes to the business. 

“Snap-On bought us because they 


like us and they like what we do.” 

A third of Norbar’s sales of torque 
tools, used for tightening nuts and 
bolts in aerospace, automotive in¬ 
dustries, come from EU countries. 

Before last June’s EU referendum, 
Mr Brodey and his fellow board 
members wrote to employees urg¬ 
ing them to vote Remain. 

Although Mr Brodey said Brexit 
was not behind the decision to sell, 
he said it ‘weighed on our minds’. 

He explained: “The issue with 


Brexit is that whatever happens it 
will be harder to do business with 
customers in mainland Europe.” 

“We campaigned fiercely to re¬ 
main. Having lost that battle, we 
looked at our strategy and saw it is 
going to cost our customers 10 per 
cent more to do business with us 
and they won’t like it.” 

Norbar has subsidiaries in India 
and Singapore plus joint ventures 
in USA and China and has twice re¬ 
ceived the Queen’s Award for Inter¬ 


national Trade. It sees the deal with 
Snap-On as an opportunity to boost 
sales in markets outside the EU. 

The two firms have a long-run¬ 
ning relationship, which began 
when Norbar founder William ‘Bill’ 
Brodey became the UK distributor 
for Snap-On tools in the 1940s. 

Mr Brodey said: “Snap-On are an 
amazing company we have done 
business with for many years - we 
are a supplier of theirs and they are 
well known and respected.”

Compassion and care 
of staff at operating 
theatres noted in report

WORLD-CLASS surgical skills and 
the dedication of teams at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital has been recog¬ 
nised by inspectors in a newly-pub¬ 
lished report. 

The compassion and care of staff 
across eight operating theatres at 
the Headington site was praised by 
the Care Quality Commission fol¬ 
lowing a visit on October 11 and 12 
last year. 

Surgery at the JR, formerly rated 
‘Requires Improvement’, has re¬ 
ceived a ‘Good’ rating across all ar¬ 
eas in the report. 

In their summary, inspectors said: 
“There was a safe number of staff 
with appropriate skills, training 
and experience to keep patients 
safe. 

“Ward and theatre areas were 
clean and tidy; we saw most staff 
following good infection preven¬ 
tion. There was strong multi-disci¬ 
plinary working across teams.” 

More than 35,000 surgical proce¬ 
dures were carried out at the JR in 
the 2015/16 financial year, of which 
more than a third are emergency 
and almost half are day cases such 
as cataract operations and appen¬ 
dectomies. 

The eight theatres that were vis¬ 
ited are used for emergency, spinal, 


vascular, cardiac and plastic sur¬ 
gery, as well as trauma and neuro¬ 
surgery. 

The CQC noted: “We saw staff 
treated patients with compassion 
and care. They were kind and treat¬ 
ed them with dignity and respect. 

“There were systems to support 


patients with additional or complex 
needs. Patients felt informed and in¬ 
volved in their care.” 

Surgical procedures at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital have been tel¬ 
evised many times over the years 
and staff are often first in line to 
use cutting-edge technology due to 


cross-over with the Oxford Biomed¬ 
ical Research Centre (BRC). 

The CQC inspectors also pointed 
out that when things did go wrong 
surgical staff were quick to flag up 
problems and learn from them. 

Between October 2015 and July 
2016 there were six ‘never events’ 


in surgery, defined as incidents that 
should never happen, including an 
incorrect lens implant and an in¬ 
correct nerve block during cataract 
surgery. 

But inspectors said: “The trust 
had investigated each incident and 
had an overarching action plan in 
place with a particular focus on hu¬ 
man factors training. 

“These events were published in 
the trust newsletter for all trust 
staff to learn from the incident.” 

Elsewhere in its report the CQC 
praised the efforts and caring na¬ 
ture of NHS staff across the board. 

Professor Richards said: “Staff we 
spoke to valued and respected the 
needs of patients and their families. 

“Staff took account of the needs 
of different people, including those 
with complex needs when planning 
and delivering services. 

“There was an open culture with¬ 
in the hospital.” 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust welcomed the re¬ 
port. 

Chief executive Bruno Holthof 
said: “The positive overall tone of 
the report is extremely encouraging 
and our staff should be rightfully 
proud, particularly given ongoing 
heavy demand on our services. 

“The Trust Board and I also recog¬ 
nise that there have been great im¬ 
provements as part of urgent and 
emergency care, and we would like 
to thank staff in our emergency ser¬ 
vices for their continued hard work. 

“The CQC has identified aspects 
of care in which the trust must im¬ 
prove and we are already in the pro¬ 
cess of producing an action plan.”

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Monster hit, unlike Arthur 


COLOSSAL (15, 109 mins) Sci-Fi/ 
Drama/Comedy/Romance/Action. 
Anne Hathaway, Jason Sudeikis, 
Dan Stevens, Tim Blake Nelson, 
Austin Stowell. Director: Nacho Vi- 
galondo. 

Spanish writer-director Nacho Viga- 
londo plays with madness in his bril¬ 
liantly bonkers homage to Godzilla, 
which projects the monster-mash¬ 
ing mayhem through the lens of an 
offbeat indie romantic comedy. 
Thematically, there are faint echoes 
of M. Night Shyamalan's unconven¬ 
tional superhero film Unbreakable, 
but Colossal is very much its own 
beast, anchored by an eye-catching 
performance from Anne Hathaway 
as a struggling alcoholic, whose 
recovery coincides with the emer¬ 
gence of a towering creature on 
the other side of the world. 

Jason Sudeikis also plays against 
type to delicious effect as a bar 
owner, whose jealousy conjures 
something scarier and far more 
destructive than a green-eyed 
behemoth. 

The leads enjoy simmering on¬ 
screen chemistry that lights the 
touchpaper on cataclysmic events 
on two continents, positing tanta¬ 
lising questions about the thin line 
separating unlikely heroes from 
villains. 

Predictability has been largely 
eradicated from the picture's 
warped DNA and we take great 
delight from the twists and turns 
in Vigalondo's fantastical narrative, 
augmented with impressive digital 
effects. 

New York City party girl Gloria 
(Hathaway) fails to get a grip on 
her hard-drinking ways and her 
straight-laced boyfriend Tim (Dan 
Stevens) throws her out of his 
apartment. 

Gloria returns in shame to her 
sleepy upstate home town to crash 
in her parents' old house, which has 
been vacant since they retired to 
sunnier climes. 

By chance, she crosses paths with 
childhood friend Oscar (Sudeikis). 
Nice guy Oscar donates unwanted 
furniture to help Gloria get back 
on her feet and offers her a job at 
his bar. 


Gloria begins to turn her life 
around and she forges friendships 
with Oscar's buddies Garth (Tim 
Blake Nelson) and Joel (Austin 
Stowell). 

Breaking news about the sudden 
appearance of a giant creature in 
Seoul sends shockwaves around the 
world, and a dumbfounded Gloria 
discovers she is connected to this 
horned harbinger of doom. 
Flashbacks to a traumatic childhood 
incident reveal the catalyst for this 
incredible meeting of human and 
monster minds. 

Colossal is an engrossing and 
intimate character study with grand 
ambitions, realised in broad strokes 
by Vigalondo and his special effects 
team. 

Hathaway welcomes us into her 
character's delirium, compelling 
us to root for her as she confronts 
her addiction head-on and demons 
closer to home. 

Sudeikis is a wonderful foil and 
there is solid support from Stevens, 
Nelson and Stowell.

KING ARTHUR: LEGEND OF THE 
SWORD (12A, 126 mins) Ac¬ 
tion/A dventure/Fantasy/Drama/ 
Romance. Charlie Hunnam, Jude 
Law, Astrid Berges-Frisbey, Djimon 
Hounsou, Eric Bana, Aidan Gillen, 
Kingsley Ben-Adir, Neil Maskell, 
Geoff Bell, Rob Knighton, David 
Beckham. Director: Guy Ritchie. 
Several years in the making - all 
of them wasted - director Guy 
Ritchie's testosterone-heavy re¬ 
working of Arthurian legend is an 
interminable bore. 

A lumbering script, co-written by 
Joby Harold and Lionel Wigram, 
pickpockets elements of an origin 
story from the biblical tale of 
Moses, Robin Hood and the Marvel 
Comics universe, with an eye to 
kick-starting a multi-film mythology 
filled with familiar characters from 
olde worlde legend. 

Thunderous action sequences ap¬ 
pear to have been reconstituted 
from the cutting-room floor of 
other blockbusters. 

The hero's obligatory training mon¬ 
tage is rendered as a superfluous 


jaunt to a magical realm called the 
Darklands, where Arthur hones his 
swordsmanship against a dizzying 
menagerie of computer-generated 
snakes, bats, rats and wolves. 

It's a triumph of visually arresting 
yet soulless digital might, awash 
with dodgy East End geezers who 
litter Ritchie's oeuvre, including his 
revisionist take on Sherlock Holmes 
with Robert Downey Jr. 

Female characters are treated with 
casual disdain, reduced to witches, 
wenches or eminently expendable 
spouses and offspring, who can be 
slain to facilitate the flimsy plot. 
Uther Pendragon (Eric Bana), king 
of the Britons, is betrayed by his 
power-hungry brother Vortigern 
(Jude Law), who forges a deadly 
pact with dark sorcerer Mordred 
(Rob Knighton). 

The king is slain, but not before he 
can send his first-born son Arthur 
(Charlie Hunnam) down river to 
Londinium to be raised in a brothel. 
Flanked by mates Back Lack (Neil 
Maskell) and Wet Stick (Kingsley 
Ben-Adir), Arthur blossoms into a 
strapping hunk, who is blissfully 
unaware of his destiny. 

The heir apparent subsequently 
pulls Excalibur from a stone and is 
sentenced to death by Vortigern 
and his snarling henchman Mischief 
John (Geoff Bell). 

Thankfully, a mysterious enchant¬ 
ress known only as The Mage 
(Astrid Berges-Frisbey) joins forces 
with Uther's exiled general Sir Bedi- 
vere (Djimon Hounsou) and expert 
archer Goosefat Bill (Aiden Gillen) 
to save Arthur. 

King Arthur: Legend Of The Sword 
is swashbuckling tosh, hamstrung 
by lifeless performances, clunky 
dialogue and inert screen chemistry 
between Hunnam and Berges- 
Frisbey. 

Ritchie invigorates dull storytelling 
with trademark hyperkinetic brio 
and snappy editing, plus a throwa¬ 
way cameo by David Beckham, who 
is just as wooden as the uprights he 
occasionally struck during his glory 
days with Manchester United. 

Sadly, this is two tedious and dispir¬ 
iting hours of own goals.

How To Be A Grown-up by Daisy 
Buchanan is published in paperback

This is a warm hug of a book 
packed full of wise words of reas¬ 
surance for millennials. Even if you 
think you're already a grown-up, 
there is something you can learn 
from Grazia's agony aunt and 
Guardian columnist Daisy Bu¬ 
chanan's painfully funny and reas¬ 
suringly frank look at what it's like 
transforming into an adult in your 
20s and 30s. Think of your most 
embarrassing moment on your 
journey to adulthood and Daisy's 
own experiences are both 10 times 
worse and laugh-out-loud funny. 
Daisy's wisdom is a soothing balm 
for anyone struggling with taking 
responsibility for themselves and 
forging a path into adulthood. You 
might look on this as a self-help 
book to reach for when feeling anx¬ 
ious, or after a break-up or losing 
your job, but anyone who is curious 


about understanding themselves 
better can benefit hugely. I know 
I did.

Jo Nesbo has been a professional 
footballer, economist, rock star 
and most recently, a bestsell¬ 
ing writer.

The Thirst, is as violent as ever. A 
blood-thirsty serial killer, known 
as the 'vampirist', is terrorising the 
streets of Oslo. While his method 
of using metal teeth to bite and kill 
his victims is rather far-fetched and 
fanciful, the fact he targets young 
women from Tinder makes it seem 
alarmingly believable. This is a tense 
and scary tale. If you're partial to 
bad dreams, don't read this just 
before bed. With constant twists 
along the way, it's another gripping 


read from the king of Scandinavian 
thrillers.

Laura and her son Daniel have 
always been close, but for the past 
few years, he's been away at uni¬ 
versity.

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Police advise on howto help if 
you see a dog locked in hot car

Concerned citizens can 
smash windows - but it 
is not your first option

ANIMAL lovers will sometimes 
have to decide for themselves 
whether to smash a car window 
to free a dog trapped inside, po¬ 
lice have said. 

As summer approaches, the force 
said citizens may want to take ac¬ 
tion if police cannot attend the 
scene, if they believe the animal is 
showing signs of heatstroke and if 
they believe they could defend the 
action in court on animal welfare 
grounds. 

But officers have also stressed that 
people should always try to call po¬ 
lice first. 

The guidance comes after posts 
recently appeared on social media 
in Oxfordshire claiming that the of¬ 
ficial police advice was to take a pic¬ 
ture of a trapped animal then break 
a window as a first course of action. 

Thames Valley Police spokesman 
James Williams said: “Your first 
step should be to call the police on 
101 or 999 in an emergency. 

“If the police don’t have time to 
get there, then you have to decide if 


you should take action. 

“Make sure you tell the police 
what you intend to do, why and, 
where possible, take images/foot¬ 
age of the dog and the names and 
numbers of witnesses to the inci¬ 
dent.” 

UK law states that any person has 
lawful excuse to commit damage if 
they believe the owner would have 
consented to the damage. 


A situation in which a dog owner 
might consent to their car window 
being smashed is if their pet is suf¬ 
fering. 

Section four of the Animal Wel¬ 
fare Act 2006 makes it a criminal 
offence if your actions, or lack of 
actions, cause an animal to suffer. 

Section nine of the same act 
makes it an offence if someone does 
not ensure that the needs of an ani¬ 


mal for which they are responsible 
are met in relation to the five free¬ 
doms of animal welfare, including 
freedom from pain and suffering. 

In 2010 a Nottinghamshire Police 
dog handler was found guilty of 
animal cruelty after leaving his two 
German Shepherds to die of heat¬ 
stroke at his force headquarters. 

In 2013 a dog belonging to a couple 
in Bradford died after they left it in 


their car for an hour in 30 degree 
heat. They were banned from keep¬ 
ing pets for three years. 

Mr Williams added: “Don’t break 
a car window unless certain of your 
ground and are prepared to defend 
your actions at court in the unlikely 
event any action was taken.” 

The RSPCA seconded the advice. 

Spokeswoman Suzanne Norbury 
said: “If the animal is displaying 
any sign of heatstroke - such as 
panting heavily, drooling excessive¬ 
ly, is lethargic or uncoordinated, or 
collapsed and vomiting - call 999 im¬ 
mediately.” 

If a dog is removed from a car, the 
RPSCA advises taking it to a shaded 
or cool area, dousing it with cool 
water and allowing it to drink small 
amounts of cool water. 

If a dog is not showing signs of 
heatstroke, the charity advises to 
establish how long the dog has been 
in the car and to make a note of the 
registration. If possible, ask a mem¬ 
ber of staff for the car park to make 
an announcement. 

Kennel Club secretary Caroline 
Kisko added: “Owners should never 
leave a dog unattended in a vehicle 
or other potentially hot environ¬ 
ment, it is not enough to just open 
a window or leave a supply of water.

Models Covered

Introduction 

With slicker styling, a much- 
improved interior, more equipment 
and better value for money, Nissan’s 
heavily revised fourth generation 
Micra supermini turned over a new 
leaf in 2013. As before, it was 
impressively space efficient and 
offered the option of a clever 
supercharged 1.2-litre petrol engine 
that was not only eager but also both 
frugal and green. It may be sensible 
rather than sporty, but this very 
affordable contender delivers in 
exactly the areas a small car should. 
Let’s check it out as a used car buy. 

The History 

Think of a small Nissan and you 
tend to think of this one, the Micra. 
It’s represented the brand in the 
supermini segment since the early 
Eighties, with this fourth 
generation version taking over the 
mantle at the end of 2010 before sig¬ 
nificant improvements in the mid¬ 
dle of 2013 brought us the revised 
model we’re going to look at here. 

The fact that changes were 
introduced so early in the product 


cycle underlined how vital it’s 
always been for the brand to get this 
car right. This is, after all, a very 
significant model in Nissan’s 
history, in second generation form 
the very first Japanese design to win 
the coveted European Car of the 
Year award, a recognition of its 
status as the first Far Eastern super¬ 
mini purpose-built for Western 
tastes. To make absolutely sure, 
Nissan decided to build the MK2 
model in Britain and style both that 
second generation version and its 
successor with a daring flair that 
perfectly suited the ever-more 
image-conscious small car market. 
These were cars perfectly in tune 
with their times - which in a way, 
this one was too. 

It stood as a perfect example of the 
power of global economics. That 
was the only way to explain how 
Nissan managed to make the fourth 
generation Micra cheaper to British 
buyers, despite switching its pro¬ 
duction from Sunderland to India. 
By 2013, the improved MK3 Micra 
we’re going to look at here was 
being used as part of Nissan’s two- 
tier approach in the small car seg¬ 
ment, taking on budget-minded 
Korean superminis from brands 
like Hyundai, Kia and Chevrolet. 
This freed up the larger Note model 


to attack more expensive European 
small contenders in the Fiesta and 
Polo sector. 

If you’re going to buy a MK4 
Micra, this post-2013-era version is 
the one to have. By this point, quali¬ 
ty issues from the Indian factory 
had been sorted out and nicer cabin 
materials were being used in the 
space-efficient interior. Plus a clever 
supercharged engine option gave 
pokey power with diesel economy. 
This model sold until a revolution¬ 
ary fifth generation Micra was 
launched early in 2017. 

What To Look For 

Most owners of revised fourth gen¬ 
eration Micras seem to be pretty sat¬ 
isfied with their cars but inevitably, 
we did come across a few issues. One 
owner felt that the car got through 
front tyres more quickly than it 
should have, the person in question 
having to replace a set of front tyres 
at around 25,000 miles. There were 
also reports of owners having to 
prematurely replace front offside 
and front nearside wheel bearings, 
while one buyer had to pay for a new 
clutch and slave cylinder not long 
into his ownership period. Another 
found she had to pay for new wiper 
blades every year and thought the 
car’s tracking needed o be corrected 


more frequently than was normal. 

Another owner we found had had 
to replace the battery under warran¬ 
ty and had a drop link in the suspen¬ 
sion fail. We also came across an 
owner who discovered a small patch 
of rust on the top rear corner of the 
car under the tailgate. Other than 
these things, simply check for the 
usual small hatch problems - kerbed 
alloys and interior trim scratches 
caused by unruly kids. 

On The Road 

It’s now become quite common for 
auto makers to switch from four to 
three cylinder engines in their small 
cars in their quest for greater effi¬ 
ciency. The downside of that is that 
a three cylinder layout is funda¬ 
mentally unbalanced - and usually 
feels it from the moment you set off 
and your ears begin to adjust to 
what in many cases is a bit of a din. 
But not here. In fact, after an initial 
drive in this Micra, so smooth and 
melodious was the tone from 
beneath the bonnet that I had to 
check the spec sheet to reassure 
myself that there were actually 
three cylinders beating there. 

There are in this case - whichever 
flavour of 1.2-litre petrol power is 
chosen. There’s no diesel option and 
there doesn’t need to be because the 


top 98PS DIG-S variant is pretty 
much diesel-frugal, potentially 
returning nearly 70mpg and 
offering a sub-lOOg/km C02 figure. 
That this Nissan can manage that 
while still delivering a perky engine 
capable of 62mph from rest in 11.3s 
on the way to 112mph is impressive. 
In the supermini segment in this 
era, only Ford’s Fiesta 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost 100PS model can match 
eager performance with green- 
minded economy in this way - and 
new versions of that car cost nearly 
25% more. 

Overall 

The Micra, Nissan thinks, should 
be small, easy to drive and very 
affordable, both to buy and to run. 
This improved post-2013 MK4 ver¬ 
sion ticks all those boxes and in 
some ways is a very refreshing 
change in a segment still prone to 
bring us cars that are ever- larger, 
sportier, more sophisticated and, 
inevitably, more expensive. This 
model takes precisely the opposite 
approach, simplified to appeal to 
buyers in more than 160 countries 
but still intentionally compact, yet 
deceptively practical. It is in fact 
one of the most space-efficient cars 
we can think of.
